Tokio, Aug. 15.— The following are 
the casualties sustained by the Ja p a ­ 
nese in the action of Aug. 10, with the 
Russian Port Arthur squadron:

Adm iral Togo’s flagship, there were 4 
officers an*! 20 men killed; 6 officers 
and 29 men severely wounded and i 
officers and 29 men slightly' wounded. 
W h ile the armored

wounded; on board the armored cruis­ 
er Xishin, 7 officers and U men were 
killed and 2 officers and 15 men were 
wounded.
